The argument raised by Applicant in the Remarks filed on 03/09/2009 are largely duplicative to the ones raised in the response to 
the non-final rejection and were responded in the final rejection. In response to the request for withdrawing finality of the action 
sent 01/07/2009 for allegedly the De Meere reference not containing all the elements of the rejected claims under 35 U.S.C. 102 
(b). Applicant's attention is drawn to the fact that that De Meere et al. used sodium citrate, which is a very well known antioxidant. 
Even if De Meere et al. have not specifically point out the use of sodium citrate as an antioxidant, it was nevertheless used and 
the properties of the citrate are intrinsic to its structure and not to the intention of the skilled artisan. The newly added claims 59- 
60 depend on previously rejected claims and they are subjected to the same art rejections as those claims as well. Claim 60 
recites a limitation ("well conserved after nine months") that is intrinsic to the composition per se and not to the intended use..
